The rescuers are now clearing up tbe 
debris and will reach the chamber 
where the Hungarians were at work in 
a few hours. A Hungarian boarding- 
house keeper says the missing men got 
out of the mine all right, as ho saw 
them in a saloon at midnight. The 
question aa to which of the unfortunate 
engineers accidentally net the gas on 
fire will never be known, as of the four 
men who entered the abandoned work- 
ings where the gas was encountered, 
not one lives to tell the tale. The gen- 
eral supposition is that one of the en- 
gineers became careless in the presence 
of a newly discovered body of gas and 
instend of adopting the precaution of 
lowering his light by stooping, he 
walked into the gt b in an erect posi- 
tion, thereby setting it on fire and 
causing the awful explosion. 


Another theory is that it was the fire 


boss himself who caused the accident. 
He had charge of the party and the en- 
gineers wore subject to his orders. 
If 


he had discovered a new body oi gas it 
was his business to give the warning to 


HAI AHA, Oot. 8 — Dispatches received 


from Santiago de Cuba ' say that tha 
government cruiser Alicedo has been 
fired at by bands of insurgents ashore
